The two library bills presented | 
to the 1953 Indiana State Legis- | 


lature were both passed. Our Leg- 
islative Committee of ILA-ILTA 
headed by Mary A. Holmes and 
ably aided by many others, deserves 
a pat on the back. ‘They sought the 
passage of Senate Bill +9 and 
House Bill 111 and batted 100%. 

Senate Bill49 is meant to clari- 
fy the intention in the 1947 Li 
brary Law on the appointment of 
board members for County Librar- 
ics. It is now legally correct to have 
two members appointed by the 
county commissioner and two by 
the county superintendent — of 
schools. These four supplement 
the existing board of the public li- 
brary extending to the 
county and together they form a 
full county library board. The bill 
was introduced by Sen. William B. 
Hoadley of Bloomington. 

House Bill 111 was introduced 
by Rep. Jesse E. Greene, Dale- 
ville, and Rep. Jesse L. Dickinson, 
South Bend. It amends the 1947 
Library Law to provide for the 
xtension of library to 
townships by contract; extension 
of service to townships by chang- 
ing library 
town, city, or township; — allows 
residents of townships receiving 
service by contract to serve on the 
library board; clarifies the law re- 
lating to library improvement re- 
serve funds and gifts; provides 
that no board member can also be 
a paid employee, and clarifies the 
status of townships in county li- 
brary systems. 

This seems to be quite an ac- 
complishment for one legislature. 
The Legislative Committee deserv- 
es our thanks. There may be dis- 
cussions of these new phases of In- 
diana Library Law at our District 
Meetings.

lover the state. These schools were 
taught by the State Board of Ac- 
counts and were, therefore, auth- 
oritative. “There were seventeen 
schcols so located in the state that 
all librarians and trustees could 
attend without making long trips. 
One hundred twenty-nine libraries 
were represented by 138 librarians 
and 156 trustces. 


Among the points emphasized 
was the new Library Improvement 
Fund. It is accumulative from year 
to year and can be used to depreci- 
ate equipment, accumulation — of 
funds for major investments, such 
as bookmobiles, and buildings, pro- 
vided the library is converted to 
the 1947 Library Law. Another 
point to note that 
should carry liability insurance. 
Libraries probably could not be 
sued for an injury to a patron but 
individual board members could be. 
It is also wise to account for all 
fuads spent in the various items in 
the budget. Petty cash should be 
included in this accounting.
